Fiiiliing for Amber, 



At Konigsberg the right to collect 
amber on tlie beach near Schwarzort 
during II space of twelve years from 
tho first of December next was sold to 
the firm of Hecker & Co., which was 
held to contract during the last twenty- 
four years. The price paid is 150,0(')0 
marks a year — say *37,00O. The 
Prussian coast of the Baltic, between 
Memel and Konigsberg, yields more 
amher than any other known locality, 
and it is from this source that the 
great demand for the material in the 
East is supplied. Originally Konigs- 
berg <iid a vast business in amber, 
having some seventy turners, but 
Dantzic is now tho chief seat of the 
industry, and notably of the manu- 
facture of mouth-pieces for })ipes. 
In old times the grand mtisters of the 
Teutonic order enjoyed a monoply in 
the amber trade ; then it passed to 
the crown, and very stringent regula- 
tions were enacted to prevent its in- 
fringement; " Strand-riders " patroll- 
ed tho coast, and a range of gallows 
was kept in standing terrorem, on 
which the hapless peasant taken with 
a iiiece of the i)iecious material in his 
pos.session was hanged out of hand. 
Even now it is a theft for a person to 
retain a piece of amber ho has picked 
up on the coast, and a trespass to 
venture there in certain districts. 
The amber, washed out of extensions 
of coal-bods beneath tho sea, comes 
up to the shore in the Boa-weed cast 
up after a storm. The men drag the 
weed on shore in nets, and the women 
and children pick out the amber.

At a special meeting of the Com- 
mittee flolcoted for the purpose, it was 
decided to hold tho excursion of the 
Catholic liiterary Union of Dcaf- 
Mut<!H to Si.irin's Olen Island, Long 
Ishuid Sound, on Wednesdiiy, August 
lOtii.

Besides the ]>oints of interest along 
shore, a never f.iiliiig stream of ves- 
sels go by, which can not but fail to 
interest the excursionists. 

Glen Island is a beautiful spot with 
park-like grounds, cages of ruro and 
beautiful birds, chint-se pagoda, line 
statuary, and magnificent old trees 
and buildings. Boating, bowling, 
billiards and fishing can be enjoyed to 
an unlimited extent. There is also a 
rifle range, where our deaf-mute 
marksman cun shoot at Dutchmen, 
pretty girl*", pipes, etc. Dinners are 
sjirvcd a la carle, and tho lovers of 
clams can enjoy a genuine old fashion- 
ed Ilhoile I.sland clam bake.

I think it is due to those who in- 
tend to attend the ne.xt convention of 
tho N. ¥j G. a., to inform tlicni of 
an important measure wliicli is now 
ill contemplation by the Board of 
Managers of the AsHociatiou. It is 
well known that tho problem, " how 
can more niembeivs be added to tiie 
association?" has been seriously con- 
sidered by the officers and otiier 
leading mutes of New England, for 
some tune jiast. The fact that out of 
the hundreds who attend such con- 
ventions, a very small number only 
can be induced to become members 
lias becomo a matter of notoriety. 
That is not very croditiibic to the 
good sense or prido of the mules of 
Now England. The non-membei's Jirc 
allowed all the privileges of members 
except voting. Tliey obtain reduced 
hotel rates and free return lickc^ts at 
the expense of the regular, honest 
members. It is not right. It is not 
fair to those who have paid their 
membership fee to the association. 
The non-members should reflect that 
without the New England <^«iilliiudet 
Association, they could not enjoy an 
apportunity every two years of moot- 
ing each other and having a good 
time. They should consider it their 
duty to support the association and 
help boar its burdens. 

VVilh all those facts in .view, the 
Bo.-ird of .Managers are seriously dis- 
cussing tho question as to wliether, 
all the jirivileges of the association 
should bo restricted to members only 
— such as hotel rates, free-return tic- 
kets, etc. It may become a law. The 
majority of th«! Board are known to 
favor tiie mea«ur(!. Two others are 
yet io bo heard from. Upon tho pay 
mcnt of one dollar, all persons may (jb 
tain hotel rates and free return tic- 
kets, but those who refuse to pay, 
may be obliged to pay full rates for 
themselves. 

This action seems to bo rendered 
ncccossary by the fact as stated by 
Prof Weeks that the railroad com- 
panies have agreed to furnish free re- 
turn tickets only io iMrrjaleK to the 
commit ion. In a rcrcent letter, he 
wrote (lie that I'rof. Fay, of Hartford, 
informed him it was tho custom of the 
Ohio Alumni Association, to charge 
all comers one dollar for jirivilogos, 
otherwise thoy would have to shift for 
themselves. 

The money thus obtained will bo 
iisc.l for defraying all oxponses of the 
association. If I am not mistaken, 
this is also tho custom with other or- 
ganizations like ours. 

In thus warning the pul)lic before a 
decision has been made in tho mat lor 
by the Board, I have but considered 
it my daly as tho time is so short, and 
plenty of time should bo allowed to 
one and to consult his or her purse 
before coming to tho convention. Fore 
warned is forearmed. If a decision is 
reached in the matter, the fact will be 
announced oHicially before tho con- 
vention if possible.

The AIorrlRoii Bequest and If. B. (•. A. 

Editok Jouhnal : — Tho bitter par- 
tisan articles, wiiicli have appeared 
from week in recent numbers of the 
JouKNAi,, for the past two months, 
must bo a source of deep regret to all 
fair-minded impartial readers, evinc- 
ing, as they do, tho intense personal 
feeling which characterizes tho can- 
vas for tiio Presidency of tho N. E. 
G. A. 

It is the natural outcomo of the ri- 
valry which hai exisled for tho jmst 
six years between the Beverly School 
and the N. E. G. A. for the posses 
sioii of the Morrison Be<|ueHt. Had 
tlie estimable New Hampshire lady 
known what a veritable apple of dis- 
cord her legacy was to prove among 
the mutes of New England, dividing 
and arraying thom against each other 
as hostile belligorents, she would have 
sooner thrown the whole sum to the 
flamos. 

Pained .and disgusted by Buch a 
deplorable state of affairs among us, I 
earnestly beseech all to pause a mo- 
ment ere all the m.aelstrom of strife 
swallows up both parties, and calmly 
ask if there bo not some way of 
amicably settling the much vexed 
question by a final disposal of this 
bono of contention.

Now it seems that by uniting to 
carry out tho wishes of Miss Morrison, 
and vote at the coming convention to 
hand over tho foOO to the custody of 
the American Asylum as a ])eriiia- 
nent fund, to be called tho "Eli/.a Mor- 
rison Clothing Fund," the mutes of 
Ntw England will thus (I) bring about 
harmony among themselves, (2) put 
tho legacy where it will be doing much 
good every year, ]iroving a l)eneficent 
blessing as Miss Morrison intended. 

As regards the N. E, G. A , there 
are many who believe its day of use- 
fulness is long since jiassed, and 
that it may as well return tj its ori 
ginal pessimistic condition. There 
seems to boa legend staling its ob- 
ject to bo " tho tonqioral, intellectunl 
and spiritual welfare of the mules 
of New England."

In fact, its past record has not been 
such as to commend it to the well 
wishes of our class. lis biennial 
meetings, with few excejitions, being 
scones of disorder and rowdyism, 
while the gross mismanagement of 
its fund, so plainly exposed in the 
JoiiKNAi,, show, that from its origi- 
nation, it has served as a moro step- 
ping stone to ambitious ollice seekers 
and unscrupulous money grabl)ers, 
who have sought to foist themselves 
into power that the few might over- 
ride the many. In fact, ilB reign has 
been the reign of mere cliques. 

Neither is it longer required as a 
moans of social reunion for Old Hart- 
ford's alumni, the various State Mis- 
sions with their annual meetings, to 
say nothing of levees in winter and 
pi<;nies in Buminer, affording nnqilo 
opportunities for the meeting of old 
schoolmates and classmates.

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It should be highly known and for- 
ever remembered that Hon. John 
Taylor, of Trenton, N. J, was tho 
author of the Bill for an Institution 
for tbo Iiislniction of tho Deaf and 
Dumb, which was passed by the 
Legislature last winter, the form and 
introductory of the Bill having boon 
written by a deaf-mute and placed in 
bis hands for consideration before the 
Legislature mot. It was a vigorous 
effort, and required much technical 
influence to secure the pass.age of the 
Bill, it, having been for many years 
strongly opjiosed, and rejected every 
time the Legislature met; and even 
once before vetoed by tbo Governor. 
Indeed, we should think it was pro- 
videnlally through God's Will that the 
Mill w'as passed. Hon. John Taylor 
was the only person in tlio Senate 
who strongly advocated it, and when 
it came up on third reading in the 
Senate, just after ho had made a 
lengthy speech in favor of the Bill, it 
was passed by an unanimous vote. 
After having passed the Senate, it was 
found to be more diflicult, to secure 
its pat sage in tbo House of Assembly, 
and nearly every body was despon- 
dent of its final passage, but it was 
carefully watched by Air. Taylor .md 
a deaf-mute, who saved the Bill from 
being defeated. 

We ought to feel grateful to God 
that we are going to have an Institu- 
tion in our own State at last. Let us 
also show (uir thanks and esteem to 
Hon. John Taylor in some way. A 
present to bim in token of our grali- 
liido and esteem. I think, would be 
very commendable by tho intolligent 
deaf-mutes of Now Jersey. If so, let 
us .act at once. Let there be a Com- 
mittoo appointed, and then suggest 
what the jireseiit should be, un<l the 
sum of nioiiey re<iuired to purchase it 
with. A Treasurer and Secretary c:in 
bo appointed to receive contributions, 
etc. I would be very glad to be.ar 
from any deaf mutes desirous of the 
above undertaking, and will do my 
best to encourage it.

ba;>k to the Beverly School for Deaf- 
Mutes. It is tbo most ridiculous ru- 
mor tbey ever invented, and tbey cer- 
tainly made up the story from their 
suspicious guesswork. Mr. White is 
not tho man whom tbey take him to 
bo. Ho not only o])poses the child's 
play, as to what may become of the 
legacy, but warmly favors it as a per- 
manent fund. It must be remember- 
ed that it was Mr. White himself who 
proposed that the legacy bo booked 
in the revised t'onstitution and By- 
laws, of which Messrs. White. Pack- 
ard and the writer aro the Committee 
on Kevision. Wo have had it booked, 
and it only awaits the Association's 
approval or disapproval at the coming 
Convention. 

In view of tho above proofs I give, 
how can it bo that Mr. White is work- 
ing in tbointero.-tof the Beverly School 
in connection with the legacy? Can 
tbo friends of Mr. Tillinghast prove 
on the contrary T 

Again, tbo legacy is a settled ques- 
tion, as the Association at the last 
Convention voted that it be ihvested 
in United States bonds, and. if I niis- 
tako not, it be invested for fivp years. 

It will bo seen that thero is not any 
good ground for the worry and fear 
as to tho [irobable disappearance of 
it. The President, or even the Board, 
can do iiotbing with the legacy with- 
out the approval of the Association, 
as the Association not only bus the 
power to do with it what it thinks 
best, but is responsible for what is 
done with it.

, ier and qualifications, Mr- 
Woodbridge said that he KJiould not 
have come from Nova Scotia to th« 
sister Province if there had been the 
slightest disgrace attaching itself to 
him. His antecedents would bear 
investigation of the most searching 
nature. He cited numerous testi- 
monials beheld from gentlemen of high 
standing, among whom were James 
Howard, Esq., Principal of the Don- 
caster Deaf and Dumb Institution ; 
Arthur Hopper, Esq., of Birrningliam ; 
Dr. Baxter, of the London Deat and 
Dumb College; liev. G. Dowley, 
Chaplain, Adult Deaf and Dumb 
Society, Manchester ; Rev. Edw. 
Owen, Rector of Oldham ; John 
Thompson, Esq, Principal Glasgow 
School , the Hev. Donald McLcckI, 
editor of dood »'>rd and Chaplain to 
the Queen, and others. He said he

,Sjn« : — Notwithstiinding the hosti- 
lity to the Garlield Memorial, and the 
venom thrown at those who interested 
theni.sclves in it, the necessary funds 
have been collected, and the 
memorial will bo a success, and the 
venom slingers have, in many in- 
stances, swallowed their own poison. 

The crowning event of what the 
grateful deaf have done, will he the 
unveiling ceremonies, and I suppose it 
involves upon you to choose the time, 
and make the necessary arrangements 
for this glorious event, and I beg 
leave to make a few suggestions. 

The National Deaf- Mute Convention 
will be held in the summer of 1883, 
iind, I believe, it is the general wish of 
the deaf thiit the unveiling cere- 
monies of the Garfield bust take 
place at the same lime. 

Washington is imdoubtedly the 
choice of the majority of the deaf as 
the place for holding the convention, 
and as tlie success of the nunnorial is 
due to the deaf of the whole country, 
they will wish, will demand, that the 
unveiling cenrnonies take jjlace at a 
time when they as a whole can best 
attend. The idea occurs to me that 
no l^etter place could be devised than 
have the convention meet at or near 
the same time of the unveiling cere 
monies. By this, we would be able 
to "kill two birds with orto stone'' — 
in other words, we could attend both 
events at the cost of one; which, by 
the way, is no small it.em — and the 
ceremonies would be largely attended, 
and would he strictly a ntdlonalfiSiaSx;

time of the convention, it will be al- 
most a hmal affair. 

It is unnecessary to say more on 
this point — I merely make the sugges- 
tion.* 

Though New York is my personal 
choice of all places for holding the 
convention of 1H8.?, I am convinced 
it is not the choice of the majority, 
and will, therefore, sacrifice my per- 
sonal wishes. 

If this suggestion meets with gojei- 
al favor, I will, if it's possible to 
att^'.nd, bring it up at the Conference 
of the Executive Committee, which

William I'liip-i was born Feliiirary 
2d, le.'il, at Woolwich, in Maine. His 
Parents had no fewer than twenty-six 
children, and being poor, Williiim. 
wjiH obliged to look out for liimself at 
a very early age. Until his eighteenth 
year he earned ii scanty livelihood 
by tending ►'hoeji, but that moiioto- 
iioiiH oceiipiition did not suit his ad- 
vcntiirouH di.-ipoKitioii. He longed to 
l)('(^onie a sailor, and roam through 
the world. Not being able to obtain 
ii situation as a Siiilor, ho apprenticed 
himself to a sliip-huilder. Having 
mariied a rich widow, ho went into 
business for himself as a sliip-biiildcr. 
He constructed a vessel for himself 
and engiiged in the tinilier trade, in 
addition to his Kliip-lniililing ojiera- 
tions. One day, as he was strolling 
tliroiigh the streets of Boston, he 
heard some inerchantH talking about 
a shipwreck that had occurred neiir 
the Hahamas. It was a Sjianish ship, 
and was known to have money on 
hoard. Pliips walked straight down 
to his vei^sel, shipped a few hands, 
and sailed for the HalianuiH without 
further delay. He found the wreck 
and recovered a good deal of the car- 
go, but the value of it scarcely defray- 
ed the expenses of the voynge. lie

I'oii say J was at U. Point, and that 
is all the truth you did saj of me, for 
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wrecked near Port do la Plata, 
than half a century before, and whic 
was known to contain treiisurc lo an 
enormous amount, Phips conceived 
the idea of fishing up this wealth, but 
being too poor to undertake the ojiera 
tioM without assistance, ho went to 
England, in 1804, and succeeded in 
pcrsiiuiling the government to give 
him the command of the llose- 
Algier, u ship of eighteen guns and 
ninety-five men. Phips had very 
vague ideas about the situation of the 
wreck, and aflcn- fishing for it for 
some time, some of tlio men got tired 
and mutinied. They were on an iiii- 
inliabit,ed island at the time, and the 
plot hiiviiig been hetriiyed to Phips, ho 
threatened to leave them unless they 
returned to their duty. Finding him 
firm tlioy were obliged to siihinit. 
Pliijisgot rid of the mutineers at the 
first port at which he touched, and 
liiiving gained jircciso information 
concerning the wreck proceeded to it, 
but before his explorations wore very 
comjiletc, he was obliged to return to 
England for repairs^ The govern- 
ment pretended to bo imrnetisely 
pleased with him, but would not again 
give him a national vessel. Pliips 



therefore iip|icaled to private indivi- 
duals. In a short time he succeedcil 
in interesting the Duko of Albermarlo 
and some other gentlemen in his 
scheme, and tlioy fitted out a vessel 
and gave him the commami of it. A 
patent was obtained from itho king, 
giving to the coni|)any tlio excliisivo 
right to all the wrecks that might be 
discovered fora numlierof years. Arm- 
ed with this document, Pliiiis started 
for the wreck, and when lie liad found 
it Bucceeded by tlio help of Indian 
divers in recovering treasure to the 
ftniount of a million and a half of dol- 
lars, which ho turned over to his em- 
ployers on his arrival in England. 
His own share amounted to eighty 
thousand dollars. King James II. 
maile him a knight and gave him a 
commission to act as higli slierilT, of 
New Krigland. As the governor of 
tlio colony would not acknowlcilge 
his uutiiority as high sheriff, Phips 
started, in 1087, for England. He 
found his old jiatron King Jarncs had 
been driven from the throne, and al- 
though his successors, William and 
.Mary, v/kyii friendly to liim, and even 
offered him the (governorship of New 
England, he declined the offer, and re- 
turned to America in the sunitner of 
1089. An Indian war, fomented by 
the Kroiich, was raging, and it being 
necessary to deal the French a severe 
blow, the (General (Joiirt in January 
1000, issued tho following order : 
"For the encouragement of such gcii- 
tlomeii and merchants of this colony 
as shall undertake to reduce Penob- 
scot, St, John's and Port Koyal, it is 
ordered that they shall have two 
sloops of war for throe or four months 
at free cost, and all the firofits which 
tliey «aii make from our French ene- 
mies, and the trade of tlio places 
whicli they may take, till there be otli^- 
er orders given from their majesties." 
Sir William I'liijis offered his services, 
and was invited with tho command of 
all the forces and shipping raised for 
tho expedition. Ho was ordered "to 
take caro that tlic worship of Cod 
be maintained and duly observed on 
boards all tho vessels ; to offer tho 



oiioniy fair terms upon summons, 
which if they obey, the said torins arc 
to bo duly olj.sorvbd ; if not, you arc 
to gain the best advantiigo you iniiy, 
lo iLssaiilt, kill, luid utterly extirpate 
the coninioii enemy, imd to burn and 
demolish tlieii- fortificntions and ship 
jiing, having reduced that place, to 
jiroeccd along tho coast for tho re- 
duction of other places and jilaiiia- 
tioiiH ill jiosses.iion of the F'reiich, to 
the obedionce lo the crown of Fiig- 
liiiid. Phips arrived at Port Riiyid 
May nth, 1090, and easily overpow- 
ered the iin|)rcpiircd garrison. <>n his 
way back, he landed at- various seitle- 
nieiits and took formal jios.snssion of 
tho sea coast from Port Koyal to Pe- 
nobscot. Elated by this success, the 
New Kiigliiiiders fitted out some 
ships in AiigiiHt, 1()90, with Phips as 
coniniaiuler, for the conquest of Quo 
hoc. This expedition was a failure, 
for tho French governor, F'rontenac, 
wlicn summoned to surrender, flung 
l\w. Hurnuions in the mosaniiger's face, 
and told him nei-cely that "Sir Wil- 
liam Pliips and those vvith him were 
heretics and traitors, and had taken 
up with that usurper, the Prince of 
Orange, and hiid nuide a revolution, 
winch, if it hiid not been made, Now 
England and the F'reiich Imd nil been 
one ; and that no other answer was lo 
1)0 cxpocled from him, but, wluit 
should be from the mouth of his can- 
non." He kojir his woi-d, for the arms 
of the Fn^iich iiided by a violent storm 
niiule Phips and his men glad to ro- 
tiirii to Boston without having taken 

(/uobcc. 

Tho Now F^nglandcrs having With the 

consent of the English government 
nominated Sir William Plnps cap- 
taiii-gonoral and governor-in-chief of 
t,lie province of Miissacliusetts Bay 
in New England, ttu^ noinination was 
coiifiitncd ill 10'.)2. Phips mciint well, 
but being of a ipiick temper and hat- 
ing opposition, ho soon hecaiiio iin- 
populiir. Afler having soundly 
thrashed two gcntlcnieii who disputed 
his authority and being cross to every 
one, comiilaints were rnado to the 
King ill regard to him. _ The kiii" 
siiniinoncd him to Englaiul to dofond 
him.sclf, and while there ho died 
Fcbitrary IHtli, lOO."), aged 4.5 yours. 
Ilisbiog'rajiher saysof him : " Fortune 
befriended him only when ho had earn- 
ed her favors by ceaseless imliistry 
(Uid the most indoinitablo industry. 
He succeeded in cntorpriHOs so hope 
loss at fiist sight thiit nion of sober 
judgment would never have engaged 
in tlioni, and after failures and dis- 
coiiragoniontH which would have caus- 
ed peivons of ordinary nrudenco to 
give 11)) the altcmiit in despair. Ho 
enjoyed a large fortune, iu!<|uircd solely 
by h'Js own excrlions, but he was nei- 
ther purse-proud, iiarsiiiioniotis, nor 
extraviigant. Far from concealing 
the lownCRS of his origin, ho niiulo it a 
matter of honest Jirido thiit ho had 
risen from the business of a shi)) car- 
penter to the honor of knighthood 
and the government of a provinoo. 
Soon after ho was ajipoiniod to tho 
chief magisti-iicy, h(^ gave a handsoino 
entertiiinrnent to all the ship-cariwii- 
tors of-f^oHton ; and, when porpli^xed 
with the j)iihli(!'H business, lie would 
often doclaro that it would bo easier 
for him to go hack to the broad-axo 
again. Ho was naturally of a hasty 
temper, and was freipiontly betrayed 
into imjiropor sallies of passion, but 
never harbored resentment long. 
Though not rigidly pious, he r<'Vo- 
roiiced tho oflices of religion, and ro 
siiocted its ministers. He was credii- 
loiis.biit no more so t.han nuist, of his 
better-educaied contemponuies. Tho 
mistiikcs which he coniinil toil as a 
public otliccr were palliated by jicr- 
fect upriglitnoss of int;ontioti, and by 
jm irreproachable (diameter in private 
life; for ovoii his warinoHt opponents 
never denied him the title of a kind 
husband, a siiicero jmtriot, and an 
honest man.
